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Polish-Chinese Relations Improving ? 

Recent trends in Polish press coverage may reflect 
a general, it slight, improvement in Polish-Chinese 
relations. Six months ago, the Polish newspapers were 
full of condemnation of the "Maoist Clique," veiled 
attacks on alleged Chinese political inroads in the 
Balkans and dark hints of anti- Soviet _ overtones in 
President Nixon's planned trip to Peking. Gradually, 
and over a period of several months, these press denun- 
ciations have almost totally disappeared. Now the 
China issue has receded very much into the background 
in the Polish press, and news reports out of China are 
handled pretty much on a factual basis . 


The press is, of course, merely following the 
government lead on this issue which seems to be heading 
toward increased pragmatism by both the Poles and the 

Chinese. For example, the Chinese Ambassad or who re- 

cently arr ived in Warsaw reportedly told . __ 

that China is primarily interested in improving

trade with Poland and is pleased with progress in that 
direction. Relations between the two countries remain 
decidedly cool, however; perhaps after their low point 
in par 1 v 197 2. the y really had no way to go but up.

Smugglers Arrested In Dubrovnik 

Four persons were arrested in the Yugoslav resort 
town of Dubrovnik on 14 August and have been charged 
with smuggling counterfeit $100 bills into the country.
